The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 (paper no. 2) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's 
amendment. 

Claim Reiections- 35 U.S.C. 102

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Plant Breeder's Right 
application no. 981017 (European Community) in view of Applicant's admission that ^Tikvio' was sold 
in Germany in 1998 (page 2 of reply filed April 12, 2002). 

I he application was published on October 15, 1998. more than one year prior to filing of instant 
application, fhe application is a "printed publication" under 35 U.S.C\ 102 because it is accessible to 
persons concerned with the art to which the document relates. See In re \Vyet\ 655 F.2d 221, 226, 210 
USPQ 790, 794 (CCPA 1981). See MPHP 2128. The Federal OfTice of Plant Varieties publishes 
applications for variety protection. Once the Breeder's Grant is made, the variety and description are 
entered in the Plant Variety Protection Register. The register, grant and published applications arc 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

i64-8r+62trXSdrPat. App. 8l Inter. 1992) ("The issue is not whether the [claimed] cultivar Siokia was on 
public use or sale in the United States but, rather, whether Siokra seeds were available to a skilled artisan 
anywhere in the world such that he/she could attain them and make/reproduce the 'Siokra' cultivar 
disclosed in the cited publications."). See also MPEP § 2121.03. 

Applicant admits on page 2 of the response filed April 12, 2002 that the cultivar Tikvio was sold 
in Germany as early as 1998. This constitutes evidence that the claimed cultivar was available to the 
public more than one year before the present application's U.S. filing date. It is enabled because the 
disclosed cultivar could have been propagated from publicly available materials, and one skilled in the art 
would have the knowledge of how to do so, given the notoriety of various methods of asexual 
propagation. See, e.g., Thomson, supra. 

Claim 1 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), for the reason stated in the previous Office 
action (paper no. 2).
